“Blind  Man's  Huff  is  one  of  the  snorts 
that  came  over  to  England  In  the  train  ol 
William  fhe  Conqueror,  It  had  it*  origin 
in  Ltrge— one  of  ihe  fair  province*  of 
France,  in  the  prosperous  days  of  RoLcit 
the  Devout,  who  succeeded  the-  fuuious  old 
French  monarch,  Iluguc*  Capet,  in  the 
year  tttrtl  In  the  year  Liege  received, 
among  her  valiant  chiefs,  oue  Jean  Colin. 
Ue  was  almost  u^glant  in  strength,  a  Ham 
son  kumiig  the  Llegol*.  and  nearly  shared 
the  exprrieme  of  Huuison  of  old.  as  you 
shall  presently  hear  This  grim  warrior 
Umd  to  crush  hi*  opponent*  with  a  mallet, 
ft  was  considered  desirable  to  honor  him 
w  ith  a  title  which  *hoU|d  follow  hi*  name. 
What  should  it  be  I  Not  ’  head  hitter,’  of 
course  ;  but  the  poetical  tJeaTgnktion. 
W  til  lard  or  Jean  Colin  of  the  Millet . 
Feuds  were  o|  perpetual  OCCUmsBtW  in 
those  ilatk  old  time*,  utid  Jeau  Colin  * 
mallet  was  kept  constantly  busy  in  quell 
ing  them.  Terrible  Inhume  the  name  ol 
Jean  Colin  Milliard. 

But  Lbge  h  id  another  valiant  chief. 
Count  de  Louvain,  who  when  Milliard 
had  proved  himself  auperior  to  all  id  his 
other  opponents,  continued,  to  Lear  arm* 
against  rum  We  cannot  any  whether  or 
nor  Count  de  I/ouvsin  learned  hi*  wur  lea- 
'out.  from  the  couduct  of  the  euemie*  of 
Hamaon,  but,  a*  he  was  ambitious  to  avoid 
the  lap  ol  Jean  Colin’*  mallet  upon  lit* 
own  head,  he  formed  the  plan  of  putting 
oat  Jean  Colin’*  eye*.  A  great  battle  w»» 
fought  between  tiie  two  chiel*  and  tlieir 
forte*.  At  the  very  first  onset  Count  de 
Louvain  succeeded  in  hi*  purpose  of  pterc 
ing  both  the  eye*  of  Milliard,  and  he  look¬ 
ed  upon  the  Held  as  already  won.  But  the 
latter,  with  a  spirit  like  that  of  Blind 

Hamaon,  determined  that  hi*  opponent* 
should  perish  with  him,  and  ordered  his 
esquire  to  lake  him  into  the  thickest  of  the 
fight.  There  he  brtndished  his  mallet  on 
either  hand,  and  did  such  fearful  execu¬ 
tion  that  hi*  enemies  fell  around  him  in 
such  uumber*  Rial  victory  soon  declared 
itself  on  hi*  side.

Such  blows  as  never  focman  felt ; 

To  ahun  them,  were  in  vain- ;

"  Robert  the  Devout,  of  France,  whose 
troubles  with  his  wives  you  mny  have  read 
in  history,  was  very  fond  of  deeds  of  valor, 

and  that  of  Jea!  Colin  Mailiard  kindled 
hie  admiration.  He  lavished  honors  on 

the  victorious  blind  man,  and  ordered  the 
*tage  players  to  tiring  out  a  pantoininc  ol 
Ins  contest  with  Count  de  Louvain  for  the 
pleasure  ot  the  court.  The  court  were  de 
lighted  with  the  play,  for  the  terrible  mal 
let  of  Msillard,  and  the  warriors  dropping 
down  here  and  fhere,  almost  without 
knowing  what  had  hit  them,  was  all  very 
exciting;  and  pewpfo  in  that  rude  age 
liked  what  .as  sensational  even  more  than 
they  do  now.  Thu  children  began  to  act 
a  simitar  play  in  the  streets,  one  of  the 
players,  more  strong  and  active  than  the 
re*t,  Iwing  blindfolded  and  given  a  stick  , 
and  thus  Blind  Man's  Buff  noon  became 
the  po|  ular  diversion  of  tbe  young  in 
France  and  Normandy,  where  it  wa» 
known  under  the  name  ot  Colin  Mnillord. 
This  name  it  Mill  bears  in  France  and  on 
the  continent  of  Europe.
